PJute Creek—An Easy Matter to 
Get on Top or the Hill—Talk 
with Mr. Warner. 


The Lassen Mail remarks: 
The engineers of the Nevada and Cal- 


ifornia Bailroad Company arrived in 
Snaanville last Thursday, having run a 
Hue part way from Janesville. 
They 


were taken up the hill by Mr. Spencer, 
and shown where a line at Pint" Creek 
can come out. The 
Chief Engineer 


seemed pleased with the outlook and ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied he could 
reach the top with a grade of 100 feet or 
less to the mile. 


"When we lake into consideration 


that the Denver and Bio Grande, n 
narrow gauge road, is operating a road 
that runs over gradea 180 feet to the 
mile, this grade is nothing," remarked 
Mr. Warner to a Mail representative. 
"There are two or three ways of reach- 
ing Susanville Trom Janeavilla, and 
what I want to demonstrate now is that 
the road can get away from here. It 
seems strange that so much attention 
has been given to railroad building in 
the southern part cf the State, when 
there are so many routes in this section 
that would pay big. I am satisfied that 
a line from here to Chico would pay 
well." 


"It is a fine timber country," we 


suggested. 
, 


"Yes, and not only that, it passes 


through a rich agricultural and dairying 
section which would be immensely in- 
creased by a railroad. It will eventually 
be built. A line running from Susan- 
ville to Chico, and another from Los 
Angeles to the Columbia river passing 
through here would make of this town 
a booming city. We intend to run a 
line of survey through the woods to 
Eagle Lake, or as near the lake as pos- 
sible. As far as to Raying positively 
that the road will reach Susanville or 
not, of course, I cannot say. I run the 
lines, the company choose the one run- 
ning where it will pay the best and 
build the road." 


"How long have you been a railroad 


surveyor?" 


"About twelve yeara. Have worked 


for the O. P., Oregon Pacific and Den- 
ver and Rio Grande. I never worked on 
the southern route. Before the com- 
pany resume work between here and 
Moran, I expect to again go over the 
surveyed line with Mr. Gest, who thinks 
it is too crooked, but it is my opinion 
that it will be found to be as straight as 
possible. Mr. Gest is also an old rail- 
road engineer, and a good one, too." 


"How long do you think you will ba 


in this section?" 


"It wi'l take us Borne time. I in 


tend to find the easiest grade to the top 
of the bank cast of here."
